Prisoner Tries to Educate Him- 
self, Fails, Ends His Life. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. ‘ 
SING SING. N. Y., Dec. 11.—When it 
was whispered among the prisoners at 
Sing Sing that .nstead of escaping from 
the prison on Sunday night, Frank 


Schleimann, a counterfeiter, who would 
have been released next May, had com- 
mitted suicide, even the most hardened 
of the convicts were saddened and mut- 
tered: 3 

“It was the fractions that did it. 

Schleimann was an exceptional pris- 
oner and was never considered a pro- 
fessional counterfeiter. 

The retty iittle Austrian girl who 
follow him to America and for whom 
he was trying to provide when he made 
the coins, arried him when he had 
been sent up for three years. 

“I'll be waiting for you when you get 
out,’’ she said. 

This gave the man tremendous inspi- 
ration and as soon as he got to Sing 
Sing he began attending the prison 
school with the determination to leave 
the place an educated man. Every min- 
ute that he got away from his work 
he pet in studying arithmetic. He got 
as far, eight months ago, as fractions. 
But there he stuck. he rest of the 
class went on, but Schleimann stuck 
hard and fast on fractions. Study nights 
and Sundays as he yould he came up 
against a brick wall over which he could 
not climb. 

Finally the keepers, watching him at 
work, saw that his lips were going 
and when they questioned him it was 
& gum tn fractions that he put to them. 

Finally {t dawned upon him that his 
brain had reached its maturity, that 
there was no more expansion for him, 
that his mental caliber had been set for 
life—and that when he walked out of 
prison to meet the little wife he would 
sttll be a child in mind, who had never 
conquered fractions. The thought drove 
him mad. Recently he has been — see- 
ing things’ and fractions of things.

CHURCH WOMEN IN TEARS

His Followers, Journals Say, 
Cease to Be Frenchmen 
by Resistance.

PARIS, Dec. 11.—Mgr. Montagnini, 
secretary of the papal nunciature here 
since the recall of the papal nuncio, was 
arrested this afternoon on an order of 
the Government expelling him from 
France. He wil! be conducted to the 
frontier tonight. Mer. Montagnini’s res- 
idence was searched by the police. 

Mgr. Montagnini has been the Paris 
representative of the Vatican since the 
recall of the nuncio, and his expulsion 
confirms the suspicion long experienced 
that the Government would adopt the 
sternest measures to inforce the new 
law separating the church and State. 

After a meeting of the Cabinet minis- 
ters today it was announced that Dec. 
1 Premier Clemenceau will ask Parlia- 
ment to suppress the pensions of the 
clergy, to liquidate the public property 
of the Catholics and to distribute the 
presbyteries, seminaries, etc. 


This was a historic day for France. 
The struggle, which began in 1880 with 
the banishment of the Jesuits, end: 
today with the logical rupture of the 
bond which for practically a thousand 
uninterrupted: years had united, church: 
and state. By refusing to make the re-; 
quired declarations under the pwblic-’ 
meeting law of 1881, public: , Catholic 
worship, except by schismatie organi- 
zations, tomorrow becomes illegal.

Tearful Women Leavre Church. 


The officiating clergy read the reg- 
ular offices for the week as usual, 
without referring to their illegal status 
tomorrow. Nevertheless, the depression | 
of the Catholics was manifest. Many | 
women smerged from. the. cathedral, 
their eyes streaming with tears, and 
lingered on the pavement’ to discuss 
what to do when the clergy are turned 
out of their churches. 

But one the eve of the struggle, it is 
becoming more apparent that both 
the Government officials and higher! 
ecclesiastics are resisting the advice | 
of the intemperate. Minister of Pub-} 
lic Worship Briand announces that} 
the Government “cannot be driven in- | 
to the trap of closing the churches,” | 
and Cardinal Richard, Archbishop of | 
Paris, has strongly censured the plac 
arding of appeals to the clericals to 
nrake violent resistance to the offic- 
ers. 

“No violence,” he says, “but passive! 
resistance to the unjust law, after| 
exhausting all protests at every step.” . 

This is the disposition so far as the | 
higher ecclesiastics are concerned: but | 
their followers evidently have no in- | 
tention to submit. and are preparing! 
to assume the roll of martyrs, aban- | 
don the churches and organize private | 
worship. 

Cardinal ‘Richard and. many of the | 
bishope have already begun the re- | 
moval of their private effects from ' 
the episcopal. mansions, and. the! 
clergy are preparing to leave their 
rectories and move into hired lodg- 
ings. It is announced that the parish 
priests have received many offers of | 
pisces in which to hold religious serv- | 
ces, but there is not the slightest in- 
dication that they intended to take 
advantage of the sole remaining 
chance to retain their churches, name- 
ly, by making the declarations called 
for by the law. 


More Legislative Power Asked. 


The Government realizes that addi- 


tional legislative power is necessary and 
will according:y usk rarliament for it. 
Receivers have heen appointed every- 
where to assume charge of the churches 
sequestered property, and three police- 
men will be stationed tomorrow at 
the doors of each of the churches to re- 
port slolations of the law; but as such 
violations can only be tried in the police 
courts and as the penalty is only 15 
francs’ fine and 15 days’ imprisonment, 
with the right of a:peal. sterner meas- 
ures will be necessai vy.

Insular Governments, President | 
Says, Should Come Under 
One Head. 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—President 
Roosevelt today sent to both the House 
of Representatives and the Senate a 
special message on Porto Rico, in which 
he urges the desirability of conferring 
full American citizenship upon the resi- 
dents of the island. In expressing the 
most earnest hope that this will be 
done, the President says the _ Porto 
Ricans are loyal, they are giad to be 
under our flag and are making rapid 
progress along the path of orderly lib- 


erty. 

The President urges that all the in- 
sular governments be placed in one bu- 
reau, either in the Department of Wer 
or the Department of State. He asks 
that the Porto Rican regiment, which 
must be appropriated for by Congress, 
be kept permanent. It is wise, he says, 
that these troops should. be native 
Porto Ricans. 

The message follows: 

“On Nov. 21 I visited the island of 
Porto Rico, landing at Ponce, crossing 
by the old Spanish road by Cayey :to 
San Juan, and returning. next morning 
over the new American road from Arer 
cibo to Ponce: the seenery was wonder- 
fully beautiful, especially among the 
mountains of the Interior, which con- 
stitute a veritable tropic Switzerland. 
I could not embark at San Juan because 
the harbor has not been dredged olit 


ship. I do not think this fact creditable 
to us as a nation, and I earnestly hope 
that immediate provision will be made 
for dredging San Juan Harbor. 

“T doubt whether our people as a 
whole realize the beauty and fertility 
of Porto Rico, and the progress that 
has been made under its admirable gov- 
ernment. We have just cause for pride 
in the character of our representatives 


which came under our flag as a result 
of the war with Spain: and of no one of 
them is this more true than of Porto 
Rico. It would be {mpossible to wish 
a more faithful, a more efficient and a 
more disinterested public service than 
that now being rendered in the island 
of Porto Rico by those in control of the 
insular government, 


School Work Noteworthy. 


“T stopped at a dozen towns all told, 
and one of the notable features in every 
town was the gathering of the school 
children. The work that has been done 
in Porto Rico for education has been 


noteworthy. The main emphasis, as is 
eminently wise and proper, has been put 
upon primary education; but in addition 
to this there is a normal school, an 
agricultural school, three industrial and 
three high schools. Every effort is be- 
ing made to secure not only the benefits 
of elementary education to all the Porto 
Ricans of the next generation, but also 
as far as means will permit to train 
them so that the industrial, agricultural 
and commercial oportunittes of the 
island can be utilized to the best pos- 
sible advantage. It was evident at a 
giance that the teachers, both Ameri- 
cans and native Porto Ricans, were de- 
voted to their work, took the greatest 
ride in it, and were endeavoring to 
train their pupils, not only in mind, but 
in what counts for far more than mind 
in citizenship, that fs, In churacter. 

‘“T was very much struck by the ex-

A six-months’ wooing of a woman im 
Jail by a man on the outside culm!- 
nated Tuesday morning in the marriage 
in the office of the St. Clair County 
Jail at Belleville of Mrs. Mamie Sulli- 
van, aged 33, to Isaac Dillon, aged 4, 
a Relleville coal miner. The woman had 
just been released after serving a sen- 
tence of six months for vagrancy, when 
she was married by Rev. William Gard- 
ner, pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church, to her wooer, who had got the 
license in readiness for the event. 

Last June Mrs. Sullivan was nearing 
the end of a short term in Jail for in- 
toxication and disturbing the peace. She 
occupied a pleasant cell overlooking the 
Jail yard. Directly across the yard 
was a boarding house, in which lived 
Isaac Dillon. 

As Mrs. Sullivan between the bars of 
her open window drank in copious 
draughts of the balmy air of early 
summer. Isaac Dillon, resting at his 
own window from the toll of the day. 
saw her. What of tha woman ‘he could 
see through the barred window pleased 
him and he made a motion of his hand 
to attract her attention. She responded 
instantly, and the regi)t- zg pantomime 
pleased him still furthe..

Dillon 
paid the fine of the woman and the 
costs of her case and thus reduced the 
period of her confinement. On Saturday 
six months ago, Mrs. Sullivan wag re- 
leased. The following Tuesday wag set 
for the wedding day. 

It was here that Dillon made the mis- 
take which caused him much cidnaiels 
quent trouble. He allowed Mrs. Sulli- 
van too much time between her release 
from Jail and her marriage. Mrs. Sull- 
van was very happy that Sunday. Ev- 
erything conspired to make her go. She 
celebrated and when the day ended she 
was again in Jail charged with disturb- 
ing the peace. 

Mrs. Sullivan ‘got’ six months. Then 
the courtship through the mails and be- 
tween the bars was resumed.

When Underwocd wasg‘released he 
tried to buy the freedom of Mrs. -Sulll- 
van with the pension that had hecome 
his during his confinement. Failing in 
this he vanished. 

But the love of Isaac Dillon never 
wavered. Taught a lesson by his pre- 
vious fallure, he had everything in 
readiness, including a snug ‘home on 
South Church street, for the day when

Protests Ignored. 
Senator Dubois. in addition. wil!

church even against the United States, 
has persistently encouraged them and 
refused to listen to the protests of the 
men and women of the country who are 
fighting polygamy.

Murrell maintains that the excellent 
preservaticn of the mummy is evidence 
that bodies can be as well prepared to- 
day to withstand time as in the days 
of the Ptolemies. He says he sees no 
indication that Fields will not be in as

The bad feeling between Senator Bail- 
ey and Representative Randell dates 
back to the Chicago convention in: 1896, 
when William J. Bryan was first nomi- 
nated by the Democratic party for the 
Presidcney. 

Senator Bailey went back to Texas 
after the convention and among other 
things is said to have called Bryan an 
anarchist, a repudiator and a few other 
things, and announced that he would 
retire from public life, not caring to re- 
main longer in a party which .had nom- 
inated Bryan. 

Representative Randell, when he 
heard that Mr. Bailey did not care to 
be a Senator any longer, decided that 
he would like the job. He. announced 
his candidacy to succeed Bailey and 
everything was going along finely until 
Senater Bailey announced that he had 
reconsidered and that he could stand 
for Bryan and would again make the 
race for public office. 

Senator Bailey won out and Mr. Ran- 





dell became one of his strongest op- 
ponents. The feeling became more bit- 
ter as time passed and Senator Bailey 
is credited by Mr. Randell with having 
caused a State Senator in Texas to 
arnounce his candidacy: for Representa- 
tive in. Congress from Mr. Randell’s 
district. The fight was a hot one, but 
Mr. Randell won out. 

Mr. Randell’s bill was not taken very 
seriously by members of the House.

BANKS COMBINE 
10 FIX INTERES! 


Borrower Forced to Pay Pre- 
mium in Advance—Wall 
Street Sees Scandal. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—Every man 
who borrows money on call from any 
of a group of Wall street national! 
banks known to be in a combination to 


manipulate the money rate is compelled 
to pay in advance .in cash the differ- 
ence between the 6 per cent legal rate 
and the usurious rate demanded by the 
combination before the loan is closed. 

The borrower is compelled to place the 
money in an envelope, unaddressed, and 
without memorandtim of any «sort, and 
to pass. it through the window to the 
discount’ clerk, who gives no receipt in 
return. 

This is the first time in the history of 
New York. banking that such “loan 
shark’ methods have been resorted to. 
The plan was first tried yesterday wege 3 
ing, it is said, by the institutign 
whith Jacob H. Sthiit retecraa {n his| 





| denuncfatory speech at the Chamber of 
Commerce several days ago. Sjnce that 
time there has been a revulsion of fee - 
ing 1n Wall street as to thése tisurious 
practices and threats have been made 
to lay the whole matter before Congress. 

While mere fs littl doubt that the 
money * = in as premiums will be 
turned to the profits of the banks, 
there is nothing to prevent the bank 
officers from putting the money in th<ir 
pockét, Wall street lawyers say, with- 
out any ability whatever.

MAKING FORESTRY 


AP OF ST. LOUIS 


“Entire Defoliation” of Trees 
~ Causes City Official to 
Submit His Report. 


City Forester Meyer has made a re- 
port te the Street Commissioner of the 
work done his department since lis 
establishn.ent last June.

the department has been to gather ma- 
terial tor a forestry map of the city and 
the report is made at this time because 
the “entire defoliation’ of the trees has 
interrupted the work until next spring.

An unusual: court proceeding was in- 
Stituted in the Probate Court of St.

Confirmed in Spite of 
Texan's Attack.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—‘‘Is this a 
fit man to be given the position of At- 
torney-General of the United States and 
charged with inforcing the various dras- 
tic anti-trust acts on the. statute 
books?’’ asked Senator Culberson of 
Texas in executive session, after read- 
ing an extract from a speech delivered 
by Secretary Bonaparte seven years ago. 

The attack on Mr. Bonaparte came as 
a surprise to the Senate. Republican 
and Democratic leaders had united in 
declaring that there would be no Op- 
position to his confirmation. He had 
met with no antagonism in the Judi- 
clary Committee, of which Mr. Culber- 
son {is a member, and there was no in- 
timation of an approaching storm. 

Earlier in the day the Judiciary Com- 
mittee held a meeting at which the 
nominations of Mr. Bonaparte to be At- 
torney-General and of Mr. Moody to be 
an Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court were considered and a favorable 
report was unanimously ordered. Mr. 
Knox was instructed as a member of 
the committee to take charge of the 
matter. When the Senate went Into ex- 
ecutive session Mr. Knox reported the 
nomination of Mr. Moody and asked 
unanimous consent that he be confirmed 


} at once. Senator Culberson arose at this 
{point and called attention to some ut- 


terances made by Mr. Bonaparte during 
a speech delivered at Chicago in Sep- 
tember, 1899. This was made at a con- 
ference held to consider the best method 
of dealing with the trust problem. 

Mr. Culberson read this extract 
from Mr. Bonaparte’s speech: 


“Emphatically, no legislative  ac- 
tion in regulation or restraint of 
combinations, whether by Congress 





or State legislatures, is desirable. Our 
public men (with, I need not say, 
some honorable’ exceptions) are 
wholly unfit to deal with any such 
matters. The attempt will be highly 
demoralizing to all concerned: thea 
practical results (excent {n the levy 
of blackmail), altogether negatory.” 
Mr. Culberson then commented on 
the. unfitness of any man who would 
make such a speech to he charged 
with the responsibility of enforcing 
anti-trust legislation enacted by the 
public men whom the speaker had 
criticised. 


“Combinations Inevitable.” 


Mr. Culberson also read an addition- 
al paragraph from Mr. Bonaparte’s 
speech at Chicago, as follows: 

‘T regard the tendency of combina- 
tion as an inevitable feature of mod- 
ern civilization, from which no free 





and enlightened country can escape, 
and which has force in proportion to 
each country’s freedom and enlight- 
enment. 

“T think the consolidation or combi- 
nation of railway companies into 
large systems has been shown by ex- 
perience to be desirable. If concyn- 
tration is carried so far as to create 
a practical monopoly of the product, 
the cost of production may be fur- 
ther decreased from the fact that the 
combination will become the onlv 
purchaser of the raw material and 
the only employer of the specially 
skilled labor needed to produce this, 
and can therefore bring down the 
indefinitely, provided it 


the latter, 


of the raw 


production 
labor is driven into other forms of 
employment. a combination of 
producing agencies means or includes 
that combination of laborers, as in a 
trade union or in a_ federation 
such unions, the result of such a 
cost of production, must be to in. 
crease this, since its purpose and ten- 
dency is to raise the wages of the 
lahor employed.” 

Mr. Culbertson made some further un- 
favorable comments on this second ex- 
tract from Mr. Bonaparte's speech. 

Senator Knox said that he had talked 
frequently with Mr. Bonaparte since 
his speech was made in Chicago, more 
than seven years ago, nd could assure 
tne Senate that Mr. Bon»parte had tun- 
dergone & complete change of heart. 
Mr. Bonaparte fs now, sald Mr. Knox, 
heartily in accord with all the adminis- 
tration’s policies for restraining unlaw- 
ful combinations, and will do all 
sible to make these-policies and the laws 
of Congress effective.

Charles Simoon and Walter Fink, two 
youths who confessed to the Post-Dis- 
patch their part in the double tragedy 


hearing in Washington Tuesday were 
held without bail to await the action 
of the grand jury. 

Justice of the Peace Thias presided 
at the hearing. ‘The only evidence sub- 
mitted was a transcript of the testi- 
mony taken at the Coroner’s inquest. 

Tony Bohlem and William Robert- 
shaw, held as accomplices, were ordered 
remanded without bond. They will have 
their preliminary hearing Friday. 

SImoon and Fink are charged with 
killing Walter Robertson and Otto 
Suddemeyer. Their plea was self-de- 
fense. 

Tony Bohlem and Wiiliam Robertshaw 
were arraigned to answer a charge pre- 
ferred by the Coroner’s jurv of being 
accessories to the double killing, which 
resulted from a desperate fight over 
Miss Ida Stetz, a Washington belle, at 
the home of her sister, Mrs. Joseph 
Dariot. 

Following the confession of Simoon 
(and Fink to the Post-Dispatch they 
jens arrested and were taken to Wash- 
‘ington Monday night. With them went 
| Robertshaw and Bohlem, who were ar- 
| rested early Monday. The men left St. 
Louis in the custody of: Mayor Edward 
Busch, Chief of Police Edward Masch- 
| mann and Constable John Gehlert, all 
,of Washington. They were accompanied 
iby Julius Buddemeyer of Washington, a 
‘brother of one of the men who was. 
| killed. 

! A crowd of 100 persons met the train 
that took the prisoners to Washington. 

Little excitement was manifested. The 
‘prisoners were taken at once to the City 
Hall and lodged there for the night. 


Alibi Not Complete. 


Bohlem and Robertshaw, who say 
they did not go to Washington the night 
of the tragedy, have not yet completed 
their alibi! to the satisfaction of the 
police. Both Simoon and Fink say that 
the other two remained in St. Louis, 
though they had been urged to go. Boh- 
lem and Robertshaw say that they at- 
tended each a different theater on the 
night in question. and are able to de- 
iscribe the plays produced there. This 
| is not held to be a conclusive alibi in 
lview of the -fact that the men would 
| be able to give an account of the plays 
| from having seen them some other 
| night. 

' They say they can produce the seat 
‘checks for Saturday evening, but have 
,not yet done so. 

| The bullets with which the killing was 
‘done were of large caliber, correspond- 
, ing to the size of the revolver carried 
iby Fink. Simoon carried a .30 caliber 
;automatic revolver with steel-jacketed 
ibullets. One of these would have gone 
‘completely through the body of. a man. 
| The theory has been advanced that 
!Albert Luster, who was killed while 
| keeping a tryst with Mrs. Alice Cottle 
on the Bircher road three weeks ago, 
{may have been struck by a stray bul- 
‘let fired by Simoon, Fink of Bohlem 
| while practicing shooting preparatory to 
‘a Western trip. The men say they think 
‘the scene of their practice was some- 
‘what distant from the spot where Lus- 
| ter was shot. 

| The cartridge found near the 
scene of the Luster killing by detec- 
tives from Circuit Attorney Sager’s of- 
fice was from a r-‘fle. 


Both Say Accident. 


Simoon and Fink stick to their origi- 
nal story to the Post-Disnatch that the 
Washington killing was accidental. 
They say they went to the Dariot house 
to get letters which Simoon had written 
to Miss Stetz during their courtship and 
that they were attacked outside the 
house. According to the testimony at 
the Coroner's inquest the shooting was 
done inside the house, while Julius 
Meyers was struggling to take a revol- 
ver away from Simoon

TO BE IN SWEDEN 


Federal Grand Jury Investigat- 
ing Case of Missing 
Bank Teller. 








WIFE TELLS OF FLIGHT 





Admits That She Has Known 
for Some Time That He 
Was in Europe. 


The Federal grand jury went into sea- 
sion Tuesday. It is known that sub- 
penas have been served on officials of 
the Washington National Bank and of 
the American Surety Co. in connection 
with the case of Charies F. Grotefend, 
foriner teller of the Washington Nation- 
al Bank. 

Grotefrend left his place at the bank 
and disappeared from St. Louis June 6 
last. His employers and members of the 
surety company say that there was a 
discrepancy of more than $300 in his ac- 
counts. Information has reached St. 


Louis that he is in Sweden and is under 
surveillance. 

It was said to the Post-Dispatch Turs- 
day that officials of the bonding com- 
pany know where he is an dwill bring 
him back: to St. Louis tf he is indicted. 

While denying that she has any 
knowledge of the reported capture of 
her husband in Sweden, Mrs. Grotfend 
admitted Tuesday that she has known 
for some time that he has been hiding 
in the northern part of Europe. It was 
reported that Mrs. Grotefend had been 
informed of her husband's capture by 
Isaac A. Hedges. a director of the bank 
where Grotefend was formerly em- 
ployed, but this she denied. 


Kaew He Was in Sweden. 


Mrs. Grotefend refused to divulge tha 
source of information from which she 
learned of her husband's whereabouts. 
She said, however, that she has known 
for some time that he was somewhcre 
in Scandinavia. 

Mrs. Groetfend gave an account of 

art of her husband's movements since 
eaving the United States, According to 
the information she received, the fugi- 
tive made his way to Sweden where he 
tried to get a clerical position but falled. 

Being unable to speak either German 
or Norwegian, he soon fell under suspi- 
cion. It was while applying for a s\- 
tion in a bank that he was seen by a 
Swedish Government detective and com- 
munication was Made with the Secret 
Service Bureau at Washington. Further 
than this, Mrs. Grotefend says that she 
knows nothing of the capture of her 
husband. She claims that she has not 
been told of his arrest. 

When asked concerning the report 
that she had learned the identity of the 
woman with whom énd ta reperited 
to have lavished monéy- upon before his 
departure, Mrs. Grotefend refused to 
discuss the matter. 

“If my husband is brought back to 8t. 
Louls I have Made up my mind to file a 
petition in divorce immediately upon his 
arival,’’ said Mrs. Grotefend. “Other 
than to say that, I do not care to dis- 
cuss the matter, The knowledge that I 
have of my husband’s actions previous 
to his departure will be shown in my 
bill for divorce if I decide to take that 
step. 

“It is true that I have in my posses- 
sion several letters written to my hus- 
band by another woman, but I would 
not like to divulge their contents.

NO ELEVATED ROADS. 

The testimony with regard to elevated railroads 
which the Post-Dispatch published Monday is of the 
greatest interest and importance to St. Louisans 
at this time, when the question of rapid transit 1s 
up for decision. The question of whether we shall 
have elevated roads or subways should be decided 
Wisely and finally before action is taken on the L- 
road bill now peading before the Municipal Assem- 
bly. 

Mayor Dunne and-:other Chicago officials, with the 
leading men and the press of Chicago, condemn the 
They warn St. Louis against grant- 
ing a franchise for elevated roads, and urge the wis- 
dom of assuring real rapid transit without the ob- 
struction of the streets, through subways, 

The Chieago indictment against elevated roads 
contains nine counts, one of which ought to deter- 
mine the question. This is the statement that ele- 
vated roads do not solve the rapid transit problem in 
growing cities. 

In addition to this vita] objection, it is 
that elevated roads impede surface traffic 
terfere with the work of the firb and street 
departments, The elevated stations in the business 
district block tra. fic. 

The streets under the elevated roads are converted 
into tunnels, turning first stories of buildings into 
basements. 

The steel elevated structures impair the beauty 
of the street; in fact, make it impossible to preserve

The deafen.ng noise is a nuisance, felt for severat 
blocks contiguous to the roads. 

They depreciate the value of property outside ot 
the business district. 

They are subject to blockades from snow or sleet, 
as surface lines are. 

Chicago has special objections to her system of ele- 
vated railways, in which several blunders were made, 
but the objections enumerated above apply to ele- 
vated systems in any city. The elevated roads are 
only makeshifts between the surface roads and the 
subways. Their usefulness in the matter of speed 
is temporary and is accompanied by che very grave 
objections to which the Chicago men testify. 

St. Louis should profit by the experience of other 
cities, Every ¢ity wil] practically indorse the Chi- 
eago verdict. These ob.ect.ons are sufficient to 
overcome the arguments in favor of elevated roads 
here, and the special blunders committed by Chicago 
emphasize the wisdom of the suggestion of the Post- 
Dispatch that a competent commission ve appointed 
to decide on plans, routes and terms to be embodied 
in any franchise grants by our Municipal Assembly. 
We can and should avoid blunders. Let us have the 
plans laid from the beginning for an efficient, prac- 
tical rapid transit system.

of the unwritten law. but there can be 
no doubt about the entirely ridiculous 
and unreasonable excuse of emotional 
or temporary insanity. Everybody who 
at times loses his temper over mere tri- 
fles or more serious reasons. might then 
be called temporarily insane. Since near- 
ly all human beings are subject to moods 
and get excited at times, we all wou'd 
be more or less insane and consequently 
crime could well be defended on this 
plea. I have not noticed a case where 
anybody has been acquitted on this plea, 
but the mere fact that this defense is 
seriously considered and discussed in the 
courts and given wide publicity through 
the newspapers, as in some prominent 
cases pending right at the preeent time, 
tends to bring great discredit on the 
courts, the lawyers and the testifying 
Physicians who are connected with any 


such trial. 
It seems to be high time that our 





courts be cleaned of the evtangling mass 
of ridiculous technicalities and more 
room be given to common sense in the 
execution of our laws and the dealing 
with crime.

N some respects, the American colloquial] language is today a better instru- 
ment for the modern drama than the English colloquial language. A 
greater number of the population are dealing more directly with realties; 

hence your speech is more racy; it has inore present bit and sting; it swarms 
with lusty young idioms. We English are constantly importing from you 
bright, curt phrases and metaphors struck off red hot in the common mint 
of the workshop, or the mine, .«r the factory. Your own modern colloquial lan- 
guage is the fitting, nay, the only vehicle for a national American drama. And 
of all characters in the world for an American dramatist, surely present-day 
Americans are heaven-sent ideal personages for him to study and people his 
plays withal. A dramatist, a novelist, is never so effective, so vital, as when 
he is drawing the inhabitants of his own village, his own city, his own circle, 
the men and women whom jhe lived amongst in his youth, and unconsciously 
studied. Your own American streets and drawing rooms and tramcars and 
prairies are the only possible recruiti ng ground for a present-day American 
drama.

The Real Estate Board of Trade has 
long ben on record as_ favoring sub- 
wavs. Marvin A. Farr, chairman of the 
transportation committee of this or- 
ganization, is one of the big real estate 
dealers in Chicago. Mr. Farr finds many 
objections to elevated roads. He says 
the noise is intolerable and that the 
stations in the public streets are a nuil- 
sance. 7 

“Chicago has given the elevated rail- 
road companies privileges of untold 
value,’ said Mr. Farr. ‘The stations 
in the streets, which make absolute 
tunnels of long sections of them, con- 
tain offices and platforms that ought 
to be in some adjoining building. There 
is no reason why a railroad company 
should be given office and platform 
privileges in the streets. They ought to 
be required to rent a floor of an abut- 
ting building, and maintain their ticket 
offices there. * There would then be no 
need for the stairways running up from 


to buy their rights of way, instead of 
having them given to them. The South 
Side Elevated company bought its right 
of way through an alley, and there has 
not been so much objection to that line 
as there has been to the lines that run 
through the public streets. It costs 
more to build roads that way in the 
Sapnntns, but it is an economy in the 
end, and the people's rights are not 
trampled upon. 

“Real estate values have not been 80 
greatly affected along the South side 
route as along the other elevated lines. 
We must have subways in Chicago. 1 
don't know whether the time will ever 
come when we can get rid of the ele- 
vated systems, but whether we do or 
not the subways must and will come. 

“Chicago has suffered from peculiar 
conditions since the elevated loop was 
built about ten years ago. This has re- 
stricted the growth of the retail section 
of the city and greatly affected eal 
estate values.

CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—The best evidence 
that elevated railroads have not met 
the requirements of rapid transportation 
in Chicago is found in the rapidity with 
which plans for a subway in the zone 
of greatest traffic suggestion are being 
pushed to completion. Chicago city offi- 
cials, aided by a commission of engi- 
neers and railroad experts, are working 
industriously to reach a gatisfactory 
agreement with the companies oper- 
ating surface lines in the business cen- 
ter relative to the’value of their tangi- 
ble and intangible properties which the 
city ultimately hopes to acquire. 

As soon as this agreement is mada, 
which it is expected will be done this 
vear, the city will turn its attention to 
the subway, with a view of getting al! 
the surface cars operating south and 
east of the Chicago River and north of 
Twelfth street under ground. | 

Bion J. Arnold, the civil engineer who 
has been employed as a traction expert 
by the city, has prepared plans for a 
subway. The plans and recommenda- 
tions of Mr. Arnold have been approved 
by Walter L. Fisher, special] traction 
counsel, and have met with the favor 
of the committee on local transportation 
of the City Council, of which Charles 
Werno, a lawyer, is chairman.
